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PREFACE 


This report is based on statistical returns 
submitted to the Dominion Bureau of Statistics by 
Juvenile Courts and by those magistrates and 
justices of the peace who hear children’s cases 
where no juvenile court has been established. In 
three provinces, court returns are collected at the 
provincial level and forwarded to the Bureau. The 
provinces and agencies undertaking this work are 
as follows: —British Columbia, Department of the 
Attorney-General; Alberta, Juvenile Offenders 
Branch of the Department of the Attorney-General; 
Saskatchewan, Corrections Branch of the Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare and Rehabilitation. 


The number of children brought to court during 
the year, disregarding the number of separate oc- 
casions on which they appeared before the court, 
is Shown on page 8. Other tables, summarizing 
certain of the data contained in the report, have 
been included in the introduction. 


The report has been prepared in the Judicial

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HIGHLIGHTS OF 1966 JUVENILE 
DELINQUENTS REPORT 


The number of children under 16 years of age 
adjudged delinquent for breaches of Criminal 
Code, Federal and Provincial Statutes and Muni- 
cipal By-laws by the courts in 1966 was 17,844 
an increase of 10.8 per cent over the 16,107 
adjudged delinquent in 1965. Of these 17,844 
children, 14,410 or 80.8 percent had no delinquent 
appearances before the court in previous years and 
3,434 or 19.2 per cent had one or more previous 
appearances. The 17,844 children found delinquent 
in 1966 represented 87.7 per cent of the 20,352 


children who were brought to court(16,107 in 1965). 


Total court appearances numbered 23,399 
(205975) of which 20,310 (18°352) resulted in a 
finding of delinquency. The number of appearances 
for boys reached 20,248 (18,129) and for girls 
3,151 (2,846). Court appearances showed an 
increase of 11.6 per cent and the number of ap- 
pearances resulting in a finding of delinquency 
was up by 10.7 per cent. 


Boys placed on probation increased from 
9,199 in 1965 to 10,281 in 1966 while girls in- 
creased from 1,372 to 15559. 


Some of the delinquencies under the Criminal 
Code included 6,360 (5,742) thefts; 837 (962) 
auto thefts; 81 (93) robberies; 4,322 (4,037) 
breaking and enterings; and 883 (744) disorderly 
conduct. 


The police brought 90.1 per cent of the cases 
before the courts, parents or relatives 2.2 per 
cent, and the remaining 7.7 per cent were brought 
by probation officers, schools, social agencies 
and other sources. 


Dispositions resulting from the 23,399 ap- 
pearances Showed 528 cases or 2.3 per cent were 
dismissed; 2,561 or 10.9 per cent were adjourned 
sine die, and 20,310 or 86.8 per cent resulted in 
a finding of delinquency. Of the 20,310 appear- 
ances resulting in a finding of delinquency, 53.3 
per cent were released on probation to the courts 
and 5.0 per cent to parents, 11.5 per cent were 
fined, 9.7 per cent were sent to training schools 
and 19.9 per cent were reprimanded or had the final 
disposition suspended, 0.5 per cent were detained 
indefinitely, 0.1 per cent were sent to mental 
hospital. 


The number of informal cases reported 
showed a decrease from 6,349 in 1965 to 4,918 in 
1966. (See page 9).

INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act means any child who 
violates any provision of the Criminal Code or of 
any Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By- 
law or ordinance of any municipality, or who is 
guilty of sexual immorality or any similar form of 
vice, or who is liable by reason of any other act to 
be committed to an industrial school or juvenile 
reformatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
bov or girl apparently or actually under the age 
of 16 years, or such other age as may be directed 
in any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories under 16 years is 
the official age. In Newfoundland, the official age 
is under 17. In Quebec, Manitoba and British 
Columbia, the official age is under 18 years. 
Alberta the official age is under 16 for boys and 
under 18 for girls. 


It has been the practice of the Bureau to 
publish information about juvenile delinquents 16 
years of age and over in the annual report of 
Statistics of Criminal and Other Offences. 


Included in the report are cases of juvenile 
delinquency —alleged as well as adjudged — which 
were brought before the courts and dealt with 
formally. A case was counted separately each time 
a child appeared before the court for a new delin- 
quency or delinquencies. In instances where multi- 
ple delinquencies were dealt with at one court 
appearance, only one delinquency, the most seri- 
ous, was selected for tabulation. 


Delinquencies reported to the Bureau in 1966 
ranged from violation of curfew ordinances, among 
the least serious, to murder, the most serious. 


The number of children brought to court during 
1966 disregarding the number of separate occasions 
on which they appeared before the courtwas 20,352, 
The total number of separate occasions on which 
they appeared before the court was 23,399,! In 
1965, the number of separate appearance was 
O0275:* 


The number of children who were found delin- 
quent during 1966 disregarding the number of 
separate occasions on which they were found 
delinquent was 17,844. The total number of 
separate occasions on which they appeared and 
were found delinquent was 20,310.7 In 1965 the 
number of separate appearances which resulted in 
a finding of delinquency was 18,352.?

A review of the procedures used in dealing 
with children and the law indicates a trend 
towards viewing the child in his family setting 
rather than as an individual who has broken a law 
or regulation. 


While there has been apparently a greater 
use made of Juvenile and Family Court facilities 
in 1966 as indicated by the increase in the 
reported number of children brought to court there 
has been a decrease in informal cases reported, 
from 6,351 in 1965 to 4,918 in 1966. Not all courts 
report informal cases and while Quebec reported 
an increase from 2,153 in 1965 to 2,649 in 1966, 
Ontario reported a decrease from 2,759 in 1965 
to only 771 in 1966. Part of this decrease may be 
attributable to the establishment of Youth Bureaus 
in some Ontario cities which screens out children 
from the judicial process before a charge is laid 
or before the child appears for an informal hearing. 


As there is no procedure for determining 
what percentage of informal cases are reported 
year by year, it is not possible to state definitely 
that there has been an increase in delinquency 
in Canada during 1966.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF 1967 JUVENILE 
DELINQUENTS REPORT 


The number of children under 16 years of age 
adjudged delinquent for breaches of Criminal 
Code, Federal and Provincial Statutes and Muni- 
cipal By-laws by the courts in 1967 was 18,248, 
an increase of 10.2 per cent over the 17,844 
adjudged delinquent in 1966. Of these 18,248 
children, 14,579 or 79.9 per cent had no delinquent 
appearances before the court in previous years and 
3,669 or 20.1. per cent had one or more previous 
appearances. The 18,248 children found delinquent 
in 1967 represented 85.0 per cent of the 21,475 
children who were brought to court (17,844in 1966). 


Total court appearances numbered 24,623 
(23,399) of which 20,743 (20,310) resulted in a 
finding of delinquency. The number of appearances 
for boys reached 21,288 (20,248) and for girls 
3,335 (3,151). Court appearances showed an 
increase of 5.2 per cent and the number of ap- 
pearances resulting in a finding of delinquency 
was up by 5.1 per cent. 


Boys placed on probation increased from 
10,281 in 1966 to 10,749 in 1967 while girls in- 
creased from 1,559 to 1,635. 


Some of the delinquencies under the Criminal 
Code included 5,934 (6,360) thefts; 846 (837) auto 
thefts; 95 (81) robberies; 4,775 (4,322) breaking 
and enterings; and 844 (883) disorderly conduct. 


The police brought 86.8 per cent of the cases 
before the courts, parents or relatives 2.3 per 
cent, and the remaining 10.9 per cent were brought 
by probation officers, Schools, social agencies 
and other sources. 


Dispositions resulting from the 24,623 ap- 
pearances Showed 634 cases or 2.6 per cent were 
dismissed; 3,246 or 13.2 per cent were adjourned 
sine die, and 20,743 or 84.2 per cent resulted in 
a finding of delinquency. Of the 20,743 appear- 
ances resulting in a finding of delinquency, 54.3 
per cent were released on probation to the courts 
and 5.4 per cent to parents, 10.8 per cent were 
fined, 9.5 per cent were sent to training schools 
and 19.5 per cent were reprimanded or had the 
final disposition suspended, 0.4 per cent were 
detained indefinitely, 0.1 per cent were sent to 
mental hospital. 


The number of informal cases reported 
Showed an increase from 4,918 in 1966 to 6,340 
in 1967. (See page 9.)

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INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act means any child who 
violates any provision of the Criminal Code or of 
any Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By- 
law or ordinance of any municipality, or who is 
guilty of sexual immorality or any similar form of 
vice, or who is liable by reason of any other act to 
be committed to an industrial school or juvenile 
reformatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
bov or girl apparently or actually under the age 
of 16 years, or such other age as may be directed 
in any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories under 16 years is 
the official age. In Newfoundland, the official age 
is under 17. In Quebec, Manitoba and British 
Columbia, the official age is under 18 years. 
Alberta the official age is under 16 for boys and 
under 18 for girls. 


It has been the practice of the Bureau to 
publish information about juvenile delinquents 16 
years of age and over in the annual report of 
Statistics of Criminal and Other Offences. 


Included in the report are cases of juvenile 
delinquency —alleged as well as adjudged — which 
were brought before the courts and dealt with 
formally. A case was counted separately each time 
a child appeared before the court for a new delin- 
quency or delinquencies. In instances where multi- 
ple delinquencies were dealt with at one court 
appearance, only one delinquency, the most seri- 
ous, was selected for tabulation. 


Delinquencies reported to the Bureau in 1967 
ranged from violation of curfew ordinances, among 
the least serious, to murder, the most serious.

A review of the procedures used in dealing 
with children and the law indicates a trend 
towards viewing the child in his family Setting 
rather than aS an individual who has broken a law 
or regulation. 


While there has been apparently a greater use 
made of Juvenile and Family Court facilities in 
1966 as indicated by the increase in the reported 
number of children brought to court there has been 
an increase in informal cases reported, from 4,918 
in 1966 to 6,340 in 1967. Not all courts report 
informal cases and while Manitoba reported an 
increase from 2,649 in 1966 to 1,982 in 1967, Ontario 
also reported an increase from 771 in 1966 to 
1,409 in 1967. 


As there is no procedure for determining what 
percentage of informal cases are reported year by 
year, it is not possible to state definitely that 
there has been an increase in delinquency in 
Canada during 1967.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF 1968 JUVENILE 
DELINQUENTS REPORT 


The number of children adjudged delinquent for 
breaches of Criminal Code, Federal and Provincial 
Statutes and Municipal By-laws by the courts in 
1968 was 23,482, an increase of 4.0 per cent over 
the 22,583 adjudged delinquent in 1967. Of these 
23,482 children, 18,715 or 79.7 per cent had no 
delinquent appearances before the court in previous 
years and 4,767 or 20.3 per cent had one or more 
previous appearances. The 23,482 children found 
delinquent in 1968 represented 86.4 per cent of the 
27,164 children who were brought to court (22,583 
in 1967). 


Total court appearances numbered 33,098 
(28,958) of which 28,155 (25,078) resulted in a 
finding of delinquency. The number of appearances 
for boys reached 28,919 (25,216) and for girls 4,179 
(3,742). Court appearances showed an increase of 
14.3 per cent and the number of appearances re- 
sulting in a finding of delinquency was up by 
12.3 per cent. 


The police brought 82.4 per cent of the cases 
before the courts, parents or relatives 2.0 per cent, 
and the remaining 15.6 per cent were brought by 
probation officers, schools, social agencies and 
other Sources. 


Dispositions resulting from the 33,098 appear- 
ances showed 982 cases or 3.0 per cent were dis- 
missed; 4,974 or 15.0 per cent were adjourned sine 
die, and 27,142 or 82.0 per cent resulted in a find- 
ing of delinquency. Of the 27,142 appearances 
resulting in a finding of delinquency, 50.0 per cent 
were released on probation to the courts and 4.8 
per cent to parents, 13,7 per cent were fined; 8.0 
per cent were sent to training schools and 22.3 per 
cent were reprimanded or had the final disposition 
suspended, 1.1 per cent were detained indefinitely, 
0.1 per cent were sent to mental hospital. 


The number of informal cases reported, de- 
creased from 6,340 in 1967 to 4,238 in 1968. (See 
page 9.)

jamais comparu devant le tribunal et 4,767 ou 20.3 p.

INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act means any child who 
violates any provision of the Criminal Code or of 
any Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By- 
law or ordinance of any municipality, or who is 
guilty of sexual immorality or any similar form of 
vice, or who is liable by reason of any other act to 
be committed to an industrial school or juvenile 
reformatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
boy or girl apparently or actually under the age 
of 16 years, or such other age as may be directed 
in any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories under 16 years is 
the official age. In Newfoundland, the official age 
is under 17. In Quebec, Manitoba and British 
Columbia, the official age is under 18 years. 
Alberta the official age is under 16 for boys and 
under 18 for girls. 


This is the first year that these age limits 
were used in collecting the delinquency statistics. 
Previously, only juvenile delinquents 7-15 years 
of age were included in the publication, with those 
above these age limits being included in the adult 
court publication ‘‘Statistics of Criminal and Other 
Offences’’. The 1967 figures used in this publica- 
tion have been updated, but previous years’ data 
are not comparable. 


Included in the report are cases of juvenile 
delinquency —alleged as well as adjudged — which 
were brought before the courts and dealt with 
‘“‘formally’’. A case was counted separately each 
time a child appeared before the court for a new 
delinquency or delinquencies. In instances where 
multiple delinquencies were dealt with at one court 
appearance, only one delinquency, the most Serious, 


was selected for tabulation. 


/ 
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The basic philosophy of the law and the courts 
as regards juvenile delinquency is that the child 
needs to be protected, and this influences the 
handling of cases. In many instances, a judge will 
attempt to adjudicate a case on an ‘‘informal’’ basis 
(i.e. no charge is laid), depending on the serious- 
ness of the offence, the past behaviour of the child, 
and available community resources for Supervision 
of the child. At present, only cases which are heard 
‘‘formally’’ are reported to us; thus, there are many 
cases of juvenile delinquency which are not in- 
cluded here, due to their ‘‘informal’’ status. There 
is also a third type of adjudication, referred to as 
‘‘no contact’’; in this instance, the child does not 
appear before a judge at all. At present, there are 
no data available on the extent of this type of 
hearing.

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The DBS is in the process of revising its 
juvenile delinquency statistics programme. The new 
reporting form, now used by one province, allows 
for the distinction between the three types of hear- 
ings, and thus some valid statistical data on the 
children involved. 


Delinquencies reported to the Bureau in 1968 
ranged from violation of curfew ordinances, among 
the least serious, to murder, the most Serious. 


The number of children brought to court during 
1968 disregarding the number of separate occasions 
on which they appeared before the court was 
27,164.* The total number of separate occasions on 
which they appeared before the court was 33,098.’ 
In 1967, the number of separate appearance was 
28,958. 


The number of children who were found delin- 
quent during 1968 disregarding the number of Sep- 
arate occasions on which they were found delin- 
quent was 23,482. The total number of Separate 
occasions on which they appeared and were found 
delinguent was 27,142. In 1967 the number of 
separate appearances which resulted in a finding 
of delinquency was 25,078.?

A review of the procedures used in dealing 
with children and the law indicates a trend 
towards viewing the child in his family setting 
rather than aS an individual who has broken a law 
or regulation. 


While there has been apparently a greater use 
made of Juvenile and Family Court facilities in 
1968 as indicated by the increase in the reported 
number of children brought to court there has been 
a decrease in informal cases reported, from 6,340 in 
1967 to 4,238 in 1968. Not all courts report infor- 
mal cases and while Manitoba reported a decrease 
from 1,982 in 1967 to 8 in 1968, Ontario reported 
an increase from 1,409 in 1967 to 3,050 in 1968. 


Note 


As there is no procedure for determining what 
percentage of informal cases are reported year by 
year, it is not possible to state definitely that 
there has been an increase in delinquency in 
Canada during 1968.

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HIGHLIGHTS OF 1969 JUVENILE 
DELINQUENTS REPORT 


The number of children adjudged delinquent 
for breaches of Criminal Code, Federal and 
Provincial Statutes and Municipal By-laws by 
the courts in 1969 was 23,424 an increase of 2.0 
per cent over the 22,984 adjudged delinquent in 
1968. Of these 23,424 children, 18,593 or 79.4 
per cent had no delinquent appearances before 
the court in previous years and 4,831 or 20.6 per 
cent had one or more previous appearances. The 
23,424 children found delinquent in 1969 re- 
presented 78.2 per cent of the 29,944 children 
who were brought to court (23,922 in 1968). 


Total court appearances excluding Manitoba 
numbered 35,454 (29,097) of which 27,197 
(23,900) resulted in a finding of delinquency. The 
number of appearances for boys reached 30,755 
(25,503) and for girls 4,699 (3,594). Court appear- 
ances showed an increase of 2179 per cent and 
the number of appearances resulting in a finding 
of delinquency was up by 13.8 per cent. 


The police brought 84.8 per cent of the cases 
before the courts, parents or relatives 2.0 per 
cent, and the remaining 13.2 per cent were brought 
by probation officers, schools, social agencies 
and other sources. 


Dispositions resulting from the 35,454 appear- 
ances showed 1,203 cases or 3.4 per cent were 
dismissed; 7,054 or 19.9 per cent were adjourned 
sine die, and 27,197 or 76.7 per cent resulted in a 
finding of delinquency. Of the 27,197 appearances 
resulting in a finding of delinquency, 48.9 per cent 
were released on probation to the courts and 6.9 
per cent to parents, 12.0 per cent were fined; 8.6 
per cent were sent to training schools and 22.6 
per cent were reprimanded or had the final dis- 
position suspended, 0.9 per cent were detained 
indefinitely, 0.1 per cent were sent to mental 
hospital. 


The number of informal cases reported, in- 
creased from 4,238 in 1968 to 4,929 in 1969. (See

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INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act means any child who 
violates any provision of the Criminal Code or of 
any Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By- 
law or ordinance of any municipality, or who is 
guilty of sexual immorality or any similar form of 
vice, or who is liable by reason of any other act to 
be committed to an industrial school or juvenile 
reformatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
bov or girl apparently or actually under the age 
of 16 years, or such other age as may be directed 
in any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories under 16 years is 
the official age. In Newfoundland, the official age 
is under 17. In Quebec, Manitoba and British 
Columbia, the official age is under 18 years. 
Alberta the official age is under 16 for boys and 
under 18 for girls. 


This is the second year that these age limits 
were used in collecting the delinquency statistics. 
Previously, only juvenile delinquents 7-15 years 
of age were included in the publication, with those 
above these age limits being included in the adult 
court publication ‘‘Statistics of Criminal and Other 
Offences’’. 


Included in the report are cases of juvenile 
delinquency —alleged as well as adjudged —which 
were brought before the courts and dealt with 
‘‘formally’’. A case was counted separately each 
time a child appeared before the court for a new 
delinquency or delinquencies. In instances where 
multiple delinquencies were dealt with at one court 
appearance, only one delinquency, the most serious, 
was selected for tabulation. 


The basic philosophy of the law and the courts 
as regards juvenile delinquency is that the child 
needs to be protected, and this influences the 
handling of cases. In many instances, a judge will 
attempt to adjudicate a case on an ‘‘informal’’ basis 
(i.e. no charge is laid), depending on the serious- 
ness of the offence, the past behaviour of the child, 
and available community resources for Supervision 
of the child. 


Aux termes de ia Loi sur les jeunes délinquants, 
un jeune délinguant est un enfant qui commet une 
infraction a quelqu’une des dispositions du Code 
criminel, ou d’un statut fédéral ou provincial, ou d’un 
réglement ou ordonnance d’une municipalité, ou qui 
est coupable d’immoralité sexuelle ou de toute forme 
semblable de vice, ou qui, en raison de toute autre 
infraction, est passible de détention dans une école 
industrielle ou une maison de correction pour les 
jeunes délinguants en vertu des dispositions d’un 
statut fédéral ou provincial.

En Tle-du-Prince-Edouard, Nouvelle- 
Ecosse, Nouveau-Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon et Territoires du Nord-Ouest 1’age officiel est 
moins de 16 ans; a Terre-Neuve, il est de moins de 
17 ans. Dans le Québec, au Manitoba et en Colombie- 
Britannique, il est de moins de 18 ans. Fn Alberta 
l’Age officiel est moins de 16 ans pour les garcons et 
18 ans pour les filles. 


C’est la deuxiéme année que ces limites d’dge 
sont employées dans la collecte des statistiques sur 
la délinquance. Auparavant, seuls les jeunes délin- 
quants 4gés de 7 4 15 ans faisaient l’objet dela publi- 
cation, les plus agés étant pris en compte dans la 
publication sur les tribunaux pour adultes, intitulée

Up to and including 1968 only cases which 
were heard ‘‘formally’’ were reported to us, and 
this is still the case with the exception of Ma- 
nitoba. Informal or ‘‘non-judicial’’ cases are 
reported for the province of Manitoba as are the 
‘‘no contact’’ cases where the child does not 
appear before a judge at all. These appear in 
separate section of the publication (Part 11). 


The DBS is in the process of revising its 
juvenile delinquency statistics programme. The 
new reporting form, now used by one province, 
allows for the distinction between the three types 
of hearings, and thus some valid statistical data 
on the children involved. 


Delinquencies reported to the Bureau in 1969 
ranged from violation of curfew ordinances, among 
the least serious, to murder, the most serious. 


The number of children brought to court during 
1969 disregarding the number of Separate occasions 
on which they appeared before the court was 
29,944. The total number of separate occasions 
on which they appeared before the court was 
35,454. In 1968, the number of separate appearance 
was 29,097. 


The number of children who were found delin- 
quent during 1969 disregarding the number of 
separate occasions on which they were found 
delinquent was 23,424. The total number of 


separate occasions on which they appeared and 
were found delinquent was 27,197. In 1968 the 
number of separate appearances which resulted in 
a finding of delinquency was 23,900.

A review of the procedures used in dealing 
With children and the law indicates a trend 
towards viewing the child in his family setting 
rather than as an individual who has broken a law 
or regulation. 


While there has been apparently a greater use 
made of Juvenile and Family Court facilities in 
1969 as indicated by the increase in the reported 
number of children brought to court there has been 
an increase in informal cases reported, from 4,230 
in 1968 to 4,937 in 1969. Ontario reported an 
increase from 3,050 in 1968 to 3,484 in 1969. 


Note 


As there is no procedure for determining what 
percentage of informal cases are reported year by 
year, it is not possible to state definitely that 
there has been an increase in delinquency in 
Canada during 1969.

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INTRODUCTION 


In 1969 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Manitoba was initiated. 
Basically there are three groups of figures in- 
volved. They are, first, juveniles involved in 
judicial, non-judicial and no contact procedures 
where the juvenile is counted only once in the 
year. Second, the delinquencies count include all 
delinquencies recorded during the year. Third are 
grouped all delinquencies against the Highway 
Traffic Act, including a duplicate count of juveniles 
who have more than one charge and regardless of 
the number of appearances at court. 


A second factor inthe new procedure has been 
the inclusion of statistical information on informal 
or ““non-judicial’’ and. ‘“‘no contact’’ cases con- 
cerning juveniles, which were previously not 
recorded in any detail, if at all. Several reporting 
variables have also been changed and a complete 
new format has been devised. This is reflected 
in the table structures and content. However, to 
enable comparisons between Manitoba and other 
provincial figures, table lay-out has remained 
similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 
feasable.

From Table 11 it can be seenthat the majority 
of juveniles (69.1 per cent) have been raised by 
both parents, while at the same time a Significant 
number (16.2 per cent) were brought up by their 
mother alone. These same proportions hold true 
when the figures for boys and girls are examined 
individually.

SECTION B 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 14 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is quite appropriate as most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have been 
counted in Section A as the primary delinquencies.

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INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the Juve- 
nile Delinquents Act means any child who violates 
any provision of the Criminal Code or of any 
Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By-law 
or ordinance of any municipality, or who is guilty 
of sexual immorality or any similar form of vice, 
or who is liable by reason of any other act to be 
committed to an industrial school or juvenile re- 
formatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
boy or girl apparently or actually under the age of 
16 years, or such other age as may be directed in 
any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories the official age 
limit fora juvenile is under 16 years; in Newfound- 
land, under 17 years; in Quebec, Manitoba and 
British Columbia, under 18 years; and in Alberta, 
under 16 years for boys and 18 years for girls. 


This is the third year that these age limits 
have been used in collection of statistics on 
juvenile delinquency. Previously, only juvenile 
delinquents 7 to 15 years of age were included in 
the publication with those above these age limits 
being included in the adult court publication 
‘*Statistics of Criminal and Other Offences’’. 


The handling of juvenile delinquency cases 
is influenced by the basic attitude of the law and 
the courts which emphasizes the need of the child 
to be protected. To this end, a judge may attempt 
to adjudicate a case on an ‘‘informal’’ basis (i.e. 
no charge is laid), depending on the seriousness 
of the offence, the past behaviour of the child, 
and the availability of community resources for 
supervision of the child. 


Up to and including 1968 only cases which 
were heard ‘‘formally’’ were reported to Statistics 
Canada, and this is still the case with the ex- 
ception of Manitoba. Informal or ‘‘non-judicial’’ 
cases are reported for the province of Manitoba 
as are ‘‘no contact’’ cases where the child does 
not appear before a judge at all. 


The Juvenile Delinquents publication for the 
year 1969 was divided into two sections: 


1. Canada data, excluding Manitoba, and 


2. Manitoba Juveniles reporting program. AS ex- 
plained in the 1969 publication, Statistics 
Canada is in the process of revising its na- 
tional juvenile delinquency statistical reporting 
program. Basic changes are immediately reflec- 
ted in the unit of count now used to determine 
the number of juvenile delinquents as distinct 
from the number of delinquencies reported during 
a given year. 


Selon la Loi sur les jeunes délinquants, jeune 
délinquant signifie un enfant qui commet une infrac- 
tion a l’une quelconque des dispositions du Code 
criminel ou d’un statut fédéral ou provincial, ou d’un 
réglement ou ordonnance d’une municipalité, ou qui 
est coupable d’immoralité sexuelle ou de toute forme 
semblable de vice, ou qui, en raison de toute autre 
infraction, est passible de détention dans une école 
industrielle ou maison de correction pour les jeunes 
délinquants, envertu d’un statut fédéral ou provincial. 
Un enfant qui commet l’une de ces infractions est 
coupable d’un délit. 


La limite supérieure d’4ge des enfants qui com- 
paraissent en cour pour jeunes délinquants varie 
d’une province a l’autre. Selon la Loi sur les jeunes 
délinquants, un enfant signifie un garcon ou une fille 
qui, apparemment ou effectivement, n’a pas atteint 
l’age de 16 ans ou tel autre 4ge qui peut étre prescrit 
dans une province. La limite d’4ge pour un jeune est 
de 16 ans 4a l’Ile-du-Prince-fdouard, en Nouvelle- 
Ecosse, au Nouveau-Brunswick, en Ontario, en Saskat- 
chewan, au Yukon et aux Territoires du Nord-Ouest; a 
Terre-Neuve, elle est de 17 ans; au Québec, au Mani- 
toba et en Colombie-Britannique,elle est de 18 ans; 
en Alberta, elle est de 16 ans pour les garcons et 18 
ans pour les filles. 


C’est la troisieme année que ces 4ges limites 
servent a la collecte de statistiques sur les jeunes 
délinquants. Auparavant, le bulletin ne concernait 
que les jeunes délinquants de 7 a 15 ans et ceux 
plus 4gés étaient inclus dans le bulletin ‘‘Statistique 
de la criminalité’’. 


La loi et la cour insistent sur le besoin de pro- 
tection de l’enfant et cela influe sur la maniére de 
traiter les délits. Ainsi, un juge voudra régler une 
affaire ‘‘sans procédure’’ (aucune accusation n’est 
portée) suivant la gravité du délit, la conduite de 
l’enfant, et les ressources de la collectivité pour 
assurer une surveillance de l’enfant. 


Jusqu’en 1968 inclusivement, on n’a déclaré a 
Statistique Canada que les cas ou il y avait compa- 
rutions etilenest encore ainsi, sauf pour le Manitoba. 
Cette province déclare les cas sans procédure ou 
avec ‘‘procédures non judiciaires’’ de méme que les 
cas ‘‘sans comparution’’ alors que l’enfant ne com- 
parait pas devant un juge. 


Le bulletin de 1969 sur les jeunes délinquants 
comporte deux sections: 


1. Canada, sauf Manitoba, et 


2. Programme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants 
du Manitoba. Comme l’explique le bulletin de 1969, 
Statistique Canada revise actuellement son pro- 
gramme de déclaration. Les modifications essen- 
tielles apparaisent déja dans l’unité de comptage 
car le nombre de jeunes délinquants est distinct 
du nombre de délits pour une année. 


While the national program still varies in 
many ways from that used for the province of 
Manitoba, the similarities have increased due to 
the fact that the same units of count are being 
used in both programs for 1970 data. Previous to 
1970 the count for delinquents was based on 
appearances before the court, a system which 
allowed for duplication of figures and inflation 
of the actual number of persons who may or may 
not have appeared more than one time in the year. 


The revised procedure involves two groups 
of figures: first, juveniles involved in delinquen- 
cies where the juvenile is counted only once inthe 
year, and second, the delinquencies count includ- 
ing all delinquencies recorded during that year. 
Excluded in the delinquencies count is the most 
serious delinquency committed by the juvenile 
in the particular year; this is included in the 
unduplicated count of juveniles. 


Le programme national est encore tres différent 
de ce qu’il est au Manitoba, mais les similitudes sont 
plus nombreuses car plus de postes semblables sont 
utilisés pour les deux programmes en 1970. Avant 
1970, le nombre de jeunes délinquants était basé sur 
la comparution en cour; il pouvait donc y avoir double 
compte et gonflement du nombre réel de personnes 
qui avaient ou non comparu plus d’une fois dans 
l’année. 


La nouvelle méthode contient deux séries de 
chiffres: premierement les jeunes délinquants qui ont 
commis des délitsne sont comptés qu’une fois et deux- 
iémement, le compte des délits qui inclut tous les 
délits déclarés pendant l’année. Le délit le plus 
sérieux commis pendant l’année par un jeune délin- 
quant ne fait pas partie du compte des délits, il fait 
partie du nombre de jeunes délinquants sans double 
compte.

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INTRODUCTION 


In 1969 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Manitoba was initiated. 
Basically there are three groups of figures in- 
volved. They are, first, juveniles involved in 
judicial, non-judicial and no contact procedures 
where the juvenile is counted only once in the 
year. Second, the delinquencies count includes all 
delinquencies recorded during the year. Third are 
grouped all delinquencies against the Highway 
Traffic Act, including a duplicate count of juve- 
niles who have more than one charge and regardless 
of the number of appearances at court. 


Asecond factor in the new procedure has been 
the inclusion of statistical information on informal 
or ‘‘non-judicial’’ and ‘‘no contact’’ cases con- 
cerning juveniles, which were previously not 
recorded in any detail, if at all. Several reporting 
variables have also been changed and a complete 
new format has been devised. This is reflected 
in the table structures and content. However, to 
enable comparisons between Manitoba and other 
provincial figures, table lay-out has remained 
similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 
feasable.

Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 14 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is quite appropriate as most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies.

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INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the Juve- 
nile Delinquents Act means any child who violates 
any provision of the Criminal Code or of any 
Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By-law 
or ordinance of any municipality, or who is guilty 
of sexual immorality or any similar form of vice, 
or who is liable by reason of any other act to be 
committed to an industrial school or juvenile re- 
formatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
boy or girl apparently or actually under the age of 
16 years, or Such other age as may be directed in 
any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories the official age 
limit fora juvenile is under 16 years; in Newfound- 
land, under 17 years; in Quebec, Manitoba and 
British Columbia, under 18 years; and in Alberta, 
under 16 years for boys and 18 years for girls. 


This is the fourth year that these age limits 
have been used in collection of statistics on 
juvenile delinquency. Previously, only juvenile 
delinquents 7 to 15 years of age were included in 
the publication with those above these age limits 
being included in the adult court publication 
‘“«Statistics of Criminal and Other Offences’’, 


The handling of juvenile delinquency cases 
is influenced by the basic attitude of the law and 
the courts which emphasizes the need of the child 
to be protected. To this end, a judge may attempt 
to adjudicate a case on an ‘‘informal’’ basis (i.e. 
no charge is laid), depending on the seriousness 
of the offence, the past behaviour of the child, 


and the availability of community resources for ~ 


supervision of the child. 


Up to and including 1968 only cases which 
were heard ‘‘formally’’ were reported to Statistics 
Canada, and this is still the case with the ex- 
ception of Manitoba and Alberta. Informal or 
‘‘non-judicial’’ cases are reported for these prov- 
inces as are ‘‘no contact’’ cases (in Manitoba) 
where the child does not appear before a judge 
at all. 


The Juvenile Delinquents publication for the 
year 1971 is divided into three sections: 
1. Canada data, excluding Manitoba, and Alberta. 


2. Manitoba Juveniles reporting program. 


3. Alberta Juveniles reporting program.

La limite d’&ge pour un jeune est 
de 16 ans 4a 1’Ile-du-Prince-Efdouard, en Nouvelle- 
Ecosse, au Nouveau-Brunswick, en Ontario, en Saskat- 
chewan, au Yukon et aux Territoires du Nord-Ouest; a 
Terre-Neuve, elle est de 17 ans; au Québec, au Mani- 
toba et en Colombie-Britannique,elle est de 18 ans;

C’est la quatriéme année que ces 4ges limites 
servent a la collecte de statistiques sur les jeunes 
délinquants. Auparavant, le bulletin ne concernait 
que les jeunes délinquants de 7 a 15 ans et ceux 
plus agés étaient inclus dans le bulletin ‘‘Statistique 
de la criminalité’’. 


La loi et la cour insistent sur le besoin de pro- 
tection de l’enfant et cela influe sur la maniére de 
traiter les délits. Ainsi, un juge voudra régler une 
affaire ‘‘sans procédure’’ (aucune accusation n’est 
portée) suivant la gravité du délit, la conduite de 
l’enfant, et les ressources de la collectivité pour 
assurer une Surveillance de l’enfant. 


Jusqu’en 1968 inclusivement, on n’a déclaré a 
Statistique Canada que les cas ou il y avait compa- 
rutions et il en est encore ainsi, sauf pour le Manitoba 
et l’Alberta. Ces provinces déclarent les cas sans 
procédure ou avec ‘‘procédures non judiciaires’’ de 
méme que les cas ‘‘sans comparution’’ (au Manitoba) 
alors que l’enfant ne comparait pas devant un juge. 


Le bulletin de 1971 sur les jeunes délinquants 
comporte trois sections: 


1. Canada, sauf Manitoba, et Alberta. 


2. Programme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants 
du Manitoba. 


3. Programme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants 
d’ Alberta. 


Statistics Canada is in the process of re- 
vising its national juvenile delinquency sSta- 
tistical reporting program. Basic changes are 
immediately reflected in the unit of count now 
used to determine the number of juvenile delin- 
quents as distinct from the number of delin- 
quencies reported during a given year. 


While the national program still varies in 
many ways from that used for the provinces of 
Manitoba and Alberta, the similarities have 
increased due to the fact that the same units of 
count are being used in all programs for 1971 
data. Previous to 1971 the count for delinquents 
was based on appearances before the eourt, a 
system which allowed for duplication of figures 
and inflation of the actual number of persons who 
may or may not have appeared more than one time 
in the year. 


The revised procedure involves two groups 
of figures: first, juveniles involved in delinquen- 
cies where the juvenile is counted only once inthe 
year, and second, the delinquencies count includ- 
ing all delinquencies recorded during that year. 
Excluded in the delinquencies count is the most 
serious delinquency committed by the juvenile 
in the particular year; this is included in the 
unduplicated count of juveniles. 


Statistique Canada revise actuellement son pro- 
gramme de déclaration.

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INTRODUCTION 


In 1969 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Manitoba was initiated. 
Basically there are three groups of figures in- 
volved. They are, first, juveniles involved in 
judicial, non-judicial and no contact procedures 
where the juvenile is counted only once in the 
year. Second, the delinquencies count includes all 
delinquencies recorded during the year. Third are 
grouped all delinquencies against the Highway 
Traffic Act, including a duplicate count of juve- 
niles who have more than one charge and regard- 
less of the number of appearances at court. 


A second factor in the new procedure has 
been the inclusion of statistical information on 
informal or ‘‘non-judicial’’ and ‘‘no contact’’ cases 
concerning juveniles, which were previously not 
recorded in any detail, if at all. Several reporting 
variables have also been changed and a complete 
new format has been devised. This is reflected 
in the table structures and content. However, to 
enable comparisons between Manitoba and other 
provincial figures, table lay-out has remained 
Similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 
feasable.

Figures in Section A include an unduplicated 
count of juveniles for the year 1971. 


In total there were 6,021 juveniles involved in 
the commission of a delinquency, including 4,802 
boys and 1,219 girls. Of this total there were 2,776 
juveniles who had non-judicial or no contact 
hearings.

Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 12 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
iS appropriate aS most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies.

INTRODUCTION 


In 1971 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Alberta was _ initiated. 
Basically there are two groups of figures in- 
volved. They are, first, juveniles involved in 
judicial and non-judicial procedures where the 
juvenile is counted only once in the year. Second, 
the delinquencies count includes all delinquencies 
recorded during the year. 


A second factor in the new procedure has 
been the inclusion of statistical information on 
informal or ‘‘non-judicial’’ cases concerning 
juveniles, which were previously not recorded in 
any detail, if at all. Several reporting variables 
have also been changed and a complete new 
format has been devised. This is reflected in 
the table structures and content. However, to 
enable comparisons between Alberta and other 
provincial figures, table lay-out has remained 
Similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 
feasable.

Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 11 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is appropriate as most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies.

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INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the Juve- 
nile Delinquents Act means. any child who violates 
any provision of the Criminal Code or of any 
Dominion or Provincial Statute, or of any By-law 
or ordinance of any municipality, or who is guilty 
of sexual immorality or any simiiar form of vice, 
or who is liable by reason of any other act to be 
committed to an industrial school or juvenile re- 
formatory under the provision of any Dominion or 
Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of 
any of these acts constitutes an offence to be 
known as a delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before 
the Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The 
Juvenile Delinquents Act defines a child as any 
boy or girl apparently or actually under the age of 
16 years, or such other age as may be directed in 
any province. In Prince Edward Island, Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick, Ontario, Saskatchewan, 
Yukon and Northwest Territories the official age 
limit fora juvenile is under 16 years; in Newfound- 
land, under 17 years; in Quebec, Manitoba and 
British Columbia, under 18 years; and in Alberta, 
under 16 years for boys and 18 years for girls. 


This is the fifth year that these age limits 
have been used in collection of statistics on 
juvenile delinquency. Previously, only juvenile 
delinquents 7 to 15 years of age were included in 
the publication with those above these age limits 
being included in the adult court publication 
‘‘Statistics of Criminal and Other Offences’’. 


The handling of juvenile delinquency cases 
is influenced by the basic attitude of the law and 
the courts which emphasizes the need of the child 
to be protected. To this end, a judge may attempt 
to adjudicate a case on an ‘‘informal’’ basis (i.e. 
no charge is laid), depending on the seriousness 
of the offence, the past behaviour of the child, 
and the availability of community resources for 
supervision of the child. 


Up to and including 1968 only cases which 
were heard ‘‘formally’’ were reported to Statistics 
Canada, and this is still the case with the ex- 
ception of Manitoba and Alberta. Informal or 
‘“‘non-judicial’’ cases are reported for these prov- 
inces as are ‘‘no contact’’ cases (in Manitoba) 
where the child does not appear before a judge 
at all. 


The Juvenile Delinquents publication for the 
year 1972 is divided into four parts: 


1. Canada data, excluding Manitoba, Alberta and 
Ontario. 
2. Manitoba juveniles reporting program. 


3. Alberta juveniles reporting program. 


4. Ontario juveniles reporting program.

C’est la cinquiéme année que ces 4ges limites 
servent a la collecte de statistiques sur les jeunes 
délinquants. Auparavant, le bulletin ne concernait 
que les jeunes délinquants de 7 4 15 ans et ceux 
plus 4gés étaient inclus dans le bulletin ‘‘Statistique 
de la criminalité’’. 


La loi et la cour insistent sur le besoin de pro- 
tection de l’enfant et cela influe sur la maniére de 
traiter les délits. Ainsi, un juge voudra régler une 
affaire ‘‘sans procédure’’ (aucune accusation n’est 
portée) suivant la gravité du délit, la conduite de 
l’enfant, et les ressources de la collectivité pour 
assurer une surveillance de l|’enfant. 


Jusqu’en 1968 inclusivement, on n’a déclaré a 
Statistique Canada que les cas ot il y avait compa- 
rutions et il en est encore ainsi, sauf pour le Manitoba 
et l’Alberta. Ces provinces déclarent les cas sans 
procédure ou avec ‘‘procédures non judiciaires’’ de 
méme que les cas ‘‘sans comparution’’ (au. Manitoba) 
alors que l’enfant ne comparait pas devant un juge. 


Le bulletin de 1972 sur les jeunes délinquants 
comporte quatre parties: 


1. Canada, sauf Manitoba, Alberta et Ontario. 


2. Programme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants 
du Manitoba. 


3. Programme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants 
d’ Alberta. 


4. Programme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants 
d’Ontario. 


Statistics Canada is in the process of re- 
vising its national juvenile delinquency sta- 
tistical reporting program. Basic changes are 
immediately reflected in the unit of count now 
used to determine the number of juvenile delin- 
quents as distinct from the number of delin- 
quencies reported during a given year. 


While the national program still varies in 
many ways from that used for the provinces of 
Manitoba, Alberta and Ontario, the similarities 
have increased due to the fact that the same units 
of count are being used in all programs for 1972 
data. Previous to 1970 the count for delinquents 
was based on appearances before the court, a 
system which allowed for duplication of figures 
and inflation of the actual number of persons who 
may or may not have appeared more than one time 
in the year. 


The revised procedure involves two groups 
of figures: first, juveniles involved in delinquen- 
cies where the juvenile is counted only once inthe 
year, and second, the delinquencies count includ- 
ing all delinquencies recorded during that year. 
Excluded in the delinquencies count is the most 
serious delinquency committed by the juvenile 
in the particular year; this is included in the 
unduplicated count of juveniles. 


Statistique Canada revise actuellement son pro- 
gramme de déclaration.

SECTION B. DUPLICATED COUNT 
OF DELINQUENCIES 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 18 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is quite appropriate as most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies.

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INTRODUCTION 


In 1969 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Manitoba was _ initiated. 
Basically there are two groups of figures in- 
volved. They are, first, juveniles involved in 
judicial, non-judicial and no contact procedures 
where the juvenile is counted only once in the 
year. Second, the delinquencies count includes all 
delinquencies recorded during the year. 


A second factor in the new procedure has 
been the inclusion of statistical information on 
informal or ‘‘non-judicial’’ and ‘‘no contact’’ cases 
concerning juveniles, which were previously not 
recorded in any detail, if at all. Several reporting 
variables have also been changed and a complete 
new format has been devised. This is reflected 
in the table structures and content. However, to 
enable comparisons between Manitoba and other 
provincial figures, table lay-out has remained 
similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 
feasible. 


En 1969, on lancait au Manitoba un nouveau pro- 
gramme de déclaration des jeunes délinquants. Il 
vise fondamentalement deux genres de renseigne- 
ments. Ces derniers portent en premier lieu sur les 
jeunes engagés dans des procédures judiciaires et 
non judiciaires et dans des procédures qui ne néces- 
sitent pas de comparution devant le juge et qui ne 
sont comptés qu’une fois au cours de l’année; ensuite 
sur tous les délits inscrits pendant l’année. 


Une deuxiéme caractéristique de la nouvelle 
procédure est l’introduction de renseignements statis- 
tiques sur les causes entendues hors cours, c’est-a- 
dire les procédures ‘‘non judiciaires’’ ou ‘‘sans com- 
parution’’, qui n’étaient jusque la pas déclarées en 
détail ou ne l’étaient pas du tout. Plusieurs critéres 
de déclaration ont été modifiés et un nouveau ques- 
tionnaire a été entiérement ridigé. La disposition et 
le contenu des tableaux tiennent compte de ces chan- 
gements. Cependant, partout ou c’est possible, la 
disposition générale du tableau est identique a celle 
des tableaux pour le reste du Canada afin de per- 
mettre de comparer les chiffres du Manitoba a ceux 
des autres provinces. 
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SECTION A. UNDUPLICATED COUNT 
OF JUVENILE DELINQUENTS 


Figures in Section A include an unduplicated 
count of juveniles for the year 1972. 


In total there were 7,863 juveniles involved in 
the commission of a delinquency, including 6,469 
boys and 1,394 girls. Of this total there were 
3,079 juveniles who had non-judicial or no contact 
hearings. 


Table 1 shows that boys in the 16-17 year 
age group commit the largest proportion of delin- 
quencies, while the 15-year age group reveals the 
highest amounts of delinquencies for girls.

Le tableau 1 indique que chez les garcons, ce 
sont ceux de 16 et 17 ans qui commettent la plus 
grande proportion des délits, tandis que chez les 
filles, ce sont celles de 15 ans qui commettent la 
plus grande proportion.

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Tables 9 to 11 present some personal in- 
formation regarding juveniles involved in the 
commission of a delinquency. 


From Table 9 it can be seen that the majority 
of juveniles (58.3%) have been raised by both 
parents, while at the same time a Significant 
number (16.2%) were brought up by their mother 
alone. These same proportions hold true when the 
figures for boys and girls are examined individ- 
ually.

SECTION B. DUPLICATED 
COUNT OF DELINQUENCIES 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 12 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is appropriate as most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies,

INTRODUCTION 


In 1971 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Alberta was initiated. 
Basically there are two groups of figures in- 
volved. They are, first, juveniles involved in 
judicial and non-judicial procedures where the 
juvenile is counted only once in the year. Second, 
the delinquencies count includes all delinquencies 
recorded during the year. 


A second factor in the new procedure has 
been the inclusion of statistical information on 
informal or ‘‘non-judicial’’ cases concerning 
juveniles, which were previously not recorded in 
any detail, if at all. Several reporting variables 
have also been changed and a complete new 
format has been devised. This is reflected in 
the table structures and content. However, to 
enable comparisons between Alberta and other 
provincial figures, table lay-out has remained 
Similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 
feasible.

SECTION B. DUPLICATED 
COUNT OF DELINQUENCIES 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 11 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is appropriate as most serious offences are 
always those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies.

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INTRODUCTION 


In 1972 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Ontario was initiated. As 
in Alberta there aretwo groups of figures involved. 
First are juveniles involved in court procedures 
where the juvenile is counted only once in the 
year. Second, the delinquencies count includes all 
delinquencies recorded during the year. 


Several reporting variables have been changed, 
as in Manitoba and Alberta, and a complete new 
format devised. This is reflected in the table 
structures and content. However, to enable com- 
parisons between Ontario and other provincial 
figures, table lay-out has remained similar to that 
for the rest of Canada wherever possible.

SECTION B. DUPLICATED COUNT 
OF DELINQUENCIES 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated 
count of delinquencies, other than those counted 
in Section A. Each different type of delinquency 
is accumulated and hence, individual juveniles 
may appear in the figures more than once. Section 
B does not record delinquent and personal history 
as this data is already incorporated into Section A 
for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 11 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This 
is appropriate as most serious offences are al- 
ways those against persons and hence, have 
been counted in Section A as the primary delin- 
quencies. 


SECTION B. NOMBRE BRUT DE DELITS 


La section B donne le nombre brut de délits 
qui ne figurent pas dans la section A. On fait le 
total pour chaque classe de délit et, par conséquent, 
certains délinquants peuvent étre comptés plus d’une 
fois.

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INTRODUCTION 


A juvenile delinquent as defined in the Juvenile 
Delinquents Act means any child who violates any pro- 
vision of the Criminal Code or of any Dominion or Pro- 
vincial Statute, or of any By-law or ordinance of any 
municipality, or who is guilty of sexual immorality or 
any similar form of vice, or who is liable by reason of 
any other act to be committed to an industrial school or 
juvenile reformatory under the provision of any Dominion 
or Provincial Statute. The commission by a child of any 
of these acts constitutes an offence to be known as a 
delinquency. 


The upper age limit of children brought before the. 
Juvenile Courts in the provinces varies. The Juvenile 
Delinquents Act defines a child as any boy or girl 
apparently or actually under the age of 16 years, or 
such other age as may be directed in any province. In 
Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Ontario, Saskatchewan, Yukon and Northwest Territories 
the official age limit for a juvenile is under 16 years; 
in Newfoundland, under 17 years; in.Quebec, Manitoba and 
British Columbia, under 18 years; and in Alberta, under 
16 years for boys and 18 years for girls. 


This is the sixth year that these age limits have 
been used in collection of statistics on juvenile delin- 
quency. Previously, only juvenile delinquents 7 to 15 
years of age were included in the publication with those 
above these age limits being included in the adult court 
publication "Statistics of Criminal and Other Offences". 


The handling of juvenile delinquency cases is in- 
fluenced by the basic attitude of the law and the courts 
which emphasizes the need of the child to be protected. 
To this end, a judge may attempt to adjudicate a case on 
an "informal" basis (i.e. no charge is laid), depending 
on the seriousness of the offence, the past behaviour of 
the child, and the availability of community resources 
for supervision of the child. 


Up to and including 1968 only cases which were 
heard "formally" were reported to Statistics Canada, and 
this is still the case with the exception of Manitoba. 
Informal or "non-judicial" cases are reported for 
this province as are "no contact" cases (in Manitoba) 
where the child does not appear before a judge at all. 


The Juvenile Delinquents publication for the year 
1973 is divided into four parts:

2. Manitoba juveniles reporting program. 


3. Alberta juveniles reporting program. 
4. Ontario juveniles reporting program. 


Statistics Canada is in the process of revising 
its national juvenile delinquency statistical reporting 
program. Basic changes are immediately reflected in 
the unit of count now used to determine the number of 
juvenile delinquents as distinct from the number of 
delinquencies reported during a given year. 


While the national program still varies in many 
ways from that used for the provinces of Manitoba, 
Alberta and Ontario, the similarities have increased 
due to the fact that the same units of count for data 
have been used in all programs since 1972. Previous 
to 1970 the count for delinquents was based on 
appearances before the court, a system which allowed 
for duplication of figures and inflation of the actual 
number of persons who may or may not have appeared 
more than one time in the year. 


The revised procedure involves two groups of fig- 
ures: first, juveniles involved in delinquencies where 
the juvenile is counted only once in the year, and 
Second, the delinquencies count including all delinquen- 
cies recorded during that year. Excluded in the 
delinquencies count is the most serious delinquency com- 
mitted by the juvenile in the particular year; this is 
included in the unduplicated count of juveniles.

The figures in Table 18 indicate a very low 
number of delinquencies against the person. This is 
quite appropriate as most serious offences are always 
those against persons and hence, have been counted in 
Section A as the primary delinquencies.

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In 1969 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Manitoba was initiated. Basi- 
cally there are two groups of figures involved. They 
are, first, juveniles involved in judicial, non-judi- 
cial and no contact procedures where the juvenile is 
counted only once in the year. Second, the delinquen- 
cies count includes all delinquencies recorded during 
the year, 


A second factor in the new procedure has been 
the inclusion of statistical information on informal 
or "non-judicial" and "no contact" cases concerning 
juveniles, which were previously not recorded in any 
detail, if at all. Several reporting variables have 
also been changed and a complete new format has been 
devised. This is reflected in the table structures 
and content. However, to enable comparisons between 
Manitoba and other provincial figures, table lay-out 
has remained similar to that for the rest of Canada 
wherever feasible.

Section B. Duplicated Count of Delinquencies 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated count 
of delinquencies, other than those counted in Section 
A. Each different type of delinquency is accumulated 
and hence, individual juveniles may appear in the 
figures more than once. Section B does not record 
delinquent and personal history as this data is already 
incorporated into Section A for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 12 indicate a very low num- 
ber of delinquencies against the person. This is ap- 
propriate as the most serious offences are always those 
against persons and hence, have been counted in Section 
A as the primary delinquencies.

In 1971 a new program for the reporting of 
juvenile delinquency in Alberta was initiated. Basi- 
cally there are two groups of figures involved. They 
are, first, juveniles involved in judicial procedures 
where the juvenile is counted only once in the year. 
Second, the delinquencies count includes all 
delinquencies recorded during the year. 


Several reporting variables have been changed 
and a complete new format has been devised. This is 
reflected in the table structures and content. 
However, to enable comparisons between Alberta and 
other provincial figures, table lay-out has 
remained similar to that for the rest of Canada 
wherever feasible.

Section B. Duplicated Count 
of Delinquencies 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated count 
of delinquencies, other than those counted in Section A. 
Each different type of delinquency is accumulated and 
hence, individual juveniles may appear in the figures 
more than once. Section B does not record delinquent 
and personal history as this data is already incorpo- 
rated into Section A for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 11 indicate a very low number 
of delinquencies against the person. This is appro- 
priate as most serious offences are always those against 
persons and hence, have been counted in Section A as 
the primary delinquencies.

In 1972 a new program for the reporting of juve- 
nile delinquency in Ontario was initiated. As in 
Alberta there are two groups of figures involved. 

First are juveniles involved in court procedures where 
the juvenile is counted only once in the year. Second, 
the delinquencies count includes all delinquencies 
recorded during the year. 


Several reporting variables have been changed, 
as in Manitoba and Alberta, and a complete new format 
devised. This is reflected in the table structures 
and content. However, to enable comparisons between 
Ontario and other provincial figures, table lay-out has 


remained similar to that for the rest of Canada wherever 


possible.

Section B. Duplicated Count 
of Delinquencies 


Figures in Section B include a duplicated count 
of delinquencies, other than those counted in Section A. 
Each different type of delinquency is accumulated and 
hence, individual juveniles may appear in the figures 
more than once. Section B does not record delinquent 
and personal history as this data is already incorpo- 
rated into Section A for each juvenile. 


The figures in Table 11 indicate a very low number 
of delinquencies against the person. This is appro- 
priate as most serious offences are always those against 
persons and hence, have been counted in Section A as 
the primary delinquencies.
